Ladies  and  Gentlemen., 

I take  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1966,  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959* and.  the  Ministry 
of  Health's  Circular  1/67  of  January,  1967 • 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  are  generally  satisfactory 
and  though  the  birth  rates  in  both  districts  are  below  the  rate 
for  the  country  as  a whole , the  death  rates  are  also  belov/  the 
national  figure. 

Infectious  diseases  continued  to  decline  and  no  serious 
outbreaks  occurred. 

The  reports  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate 
in  both  districts  show  once  again  how  vn.de  and  varied  are  the 
duties  performed  in  safeguarding  the  health  of  the  population. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  all  those  who  assisted 
me,  either  directly  or  by  their  support,  in  my  work  during  the 
year,  and  those  who  contributed  to  the  compilation  of  this 
report.

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Infant 

Mortality 


The  causes  of  death  are  again  quite  similar  in  both  districts 
and  do  not  differ  greatly  from  those  for  England  and  Wales  as  a 
whole.  Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  (including  strokes) 
account  for  44  per  cent  of  the  deaths  in  the  Epping  Urban  District 
and  47  per  cent  in  Epping  and  Ongar  Rural  District.  Malignant 
diseases  of  all  kinds  caused  27  deaths  (29  per  cent)  in  the  Urban 
District  and  68  deaths  ( 20  per  cent ) in  the  Rural  District  . 
Accidents  were  responsible  for  only  3 deaths  (3  per  cent) and  13 
deaths  (3«7  per  cent)  respectively.  There  were  no  deaths  as  a 
result  of  pregnancy;,  childbirth  or  abortion  in  either  district. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  (the  number  of  infant  deaths  under 

I year  of  age  per  1,000  live  births)  in  the  Epping  Urban  District 
fell  to  5.2  from  18.8  the  previous  year,  but  as  this  means  a 
single  death  compared  to  3 deaths  it  is  not  of  much  significance. 
In  the  Rural  District,  the  number  of  infant  deaths  (18)  was  three 
times  the  number  in  1965  (6)  - a reversal  of  the  Urban  figures 
but  likewise,  in  view  of  the  small  numbers  concerned,  not  really 
significant.  Of  the  total  of  19  deaths  in  the  combined  districts, 

II  were  due  to  congenital  defects. 


COMMENTS  ON  COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 


The  total  figures  for  infectious  diseases  were  lower  than  in 
1965  due  mainly  to  a very  great  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  measles.  There  is'  little  of  significance  to  report  regarding 
individual  figures,  though  the  fact  that  no  notifications  of 
infective  hepatitis  were  received  from  either  district  is  worthy 
of  mention. 

Tuberculosis  continued  to  follow  the  pattern  of  previous 
years,  no  new  cases  being  notified  in  the  Epping  Urban  District 
and  only  9 new  cases  (7  pulmonary,  2 non-pulmonary)  in  the  Epping 
and  Ongar  Rural  District.  In  both  districts  these  are  reductions 
from  the  1965  figures,  which  were  3 and  13  respectively. 


REHOUSING  OIT  MEDICAL  GROUNDS 


The  number  of  visits  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
or  his  Deputy  to  applicants  for  rehousing  who  presented  a,  medical 
certificate  in  support  of  their  claim  was  44  on  behalf  of  the 
Epping  and  Ongar  Rural  District  Council  and  24  on  behalf  of  the 
Epping  Urban  Council.  This  was  in  continuation  of  the  policy 
that  all  such  applications  should  be  considered  by  the  Councils’ 
officers  so  that  a fair  and  impartial  assessment  could  be  made. 
The  total  number  of  visits  made  -was  the  same  as  in  the  previous 
year,  but  10  fever  visits  were  made  in  the  Rural  District  and  10 
more  in  the  Urban  District. 
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CARE  OF  OLD  PEOFLE 


Old  Peoples'  Welfare  Committees  are  now  './ell  established  in 
both  Districts,  members  are  drawn  from  organisations,  both 
statutory  and  voluntary,  having  an  interest  in  this  most 
important  provision  of  social  care,  and  from  members  of  the  Old 
Peoples'  Clubs. 

Every  aspect  of  old  peoples'  welfare  comes  under  scrutiny  by 
the  committees,  but  probably  the  most  valuable  and  appreciated 
services  are  regular  visits  to  the  old  folk,  the  provision  of 
meals  on  wheels  and  the  running  of  luncheon  clubs  and  the  annual 
holidays  provided  at  nominal  cost. 

Each  District  Council  has  representation  on  its  respective 
committee  and  additionally  each  Council  provides  generous 
financial  support  without  which  the  committees  would  be  unable 
to  carry  out  all  their  plans. 

This  is  not,  of  course,  the  sum  total  of  the  Councils' 
assistance  to  their  older  residents.  Doth,  in  fact,  provide  old 
peoples'  accommodation  with  and  without  warden  assistance  and 
quite  a large  proportion  of  the  housing  visits  mentioned  in  the 
previous  section  were  to  assess  the  needs  of  old  people  for  such 
accommodation  and  the  degree  of  priority  in  each  case. 


I-1EDICAL  EXAILPTATION  OF  COUNCIL  EI.ZPLQYEES 

Thirty  medical  examinations  were  carried  out  on  prospective 
employees  of  the  two  Councils.  Eight  of  these  were  for  the 
Epping  Urban  District  Council  and  in  only  two  cases  was  there 
a reservation  as  to  the  type  of  'work  the  candidate  should  do,  one 
involving  colour  vision  and  the  other  where  heavy  manual  work 
was  not  recommended.  Of  the  twenty- two  candidates  for  employ- 
ment with  the  Epping  and  Ongar  Rural  District  Council,  all  were 
found  fit  for  admission  to  the  superannuation  or  sick  pay  scheme 
without  any  reservations.  As  is  usual,  if  a candidate  is  already 
employed  by  another  authority  some  distance  away,  arrangements 
are  made  to  have  him  medically  examined  on  behalf  of  either 
Council  by  a,  medical  officer  of  his  present  authority.  This  was 
done  in  five  of  the  cases  mentioned  above.  A medical  officer 
from  the  Council's  staff  carried  out  one  medical  examination  on 
behalf  of  another  authority. 
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SANITARY  CIRCIFISTANCES  AND  INSPECTIONS  - 

INDIVIDUAL  DISTRICTS 


I.  SPRING  URBAN  DISTRICT 


The  Public  Health  Inspector  reports  as  follows s- 


S ewer age  - Sewage  Disposal 


During  the  year  the  new  trunk  sewer,  originally  planned  to 
terminate  on  the  northern  greens  hut  later  extended  to  the 
Deaconfield  Estate,  was  completed  and  all  sewage  from  the  northern 
side  capable  of  draining  by  gravity  to  the  Southern  Outfall  was 
diverted  to  these  works.  The  extensions  necessary  to  deal  with 
this  additional  flow  were  also  available  for  use  although  the 
contract  as  a whole  was  still  not  completed  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  The  work  still  outstanding  was  for  the  most  part  concerned 
with  heated  digestion  tanks,  floors  to  sludge  drying  beds,  roads 
and  land  works.  These  items  were  not,  however , essential  to  the 
immediate  operation  of  the  extensions.  Very  good  effluent  results 
have  been  obtained  since  the  considerable  additional  flow  and 
the  bringing  into  use  of  the  new  plant  which  consists  of  a 
sedimentation  tank,  three  new  filter  beds  and  a humus  tank. 

The  corresponding  reduction  in  the  flow  to  the  Northern 
Outfall  as  a result  of  this  diversion  considerably  eased  the 
problem  of  operating  these  works,  which  are  now  mainly  run  by 
only  one  man. 

Before  the  end  of  19 66  a tender  had  been  accepted  and  loan 
sanction  sought  for  the  further  extension  of  the  trunk  sewer  to 
a new  pumping  station  on  Bury  Farm,  from  which  all  flow,  with 
the  exception  of  peak  stormwater  overflow,  will  be  pumped  back 
to  the  Southern  Outfall.  The  Northern  Works  will  still  be 
retained  to  deal  with  the  diluted  stormwater  overflow,  the  exact 
extent  of  the  treatment  required  being  still  under  consideration 
by  the  Lee  Conservancy  Catchment  Board  and  the  Council’s 
Consultants.  The  further  extensions  to  the  Southern  Outfall 
necessary  to  deal  with  this  additional  flow  and  that  which  will 
eventually  result  from  an  increase  in  the  population  up  to 
13,500,  are  included  in  the  same  contract  and  scheduled  to  be 
completed  early  in  1968. 

Refuse  Collection 


The  new  vehicle  which  is  of  the  screw  compression  type  was 
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"brought  into  use  in  the  autumn  and  was  found  to  be  very  satisfactory. 
The  crew  of  7 proved  to  be  capable  of  dealing  not  only  with 
ordinary  house  refuse  and  the  twice-weekly  collection  from  hotels 
and  restaurants,  but  also  with  the  special  free  collection  of 
surplus  household  goods,  for  which  demand  continued  to  increase. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a new  full-time  baler  was 
recruited  and  the  quantity  baled  increased  from  83.2  tons  in  1965 
to  100.35  tons  in  1966  with  a consequent  increase  in  income  of 
from  £750  to  £860. 


Public  Conveniences 


There  were  again  outbreaks  of  vandalism  which  led  to  con- 
sideration being  given  to  the  provision  of  a larger  building 
where  full-time  attendants  could  be  accommodated. 

Arising  from  a planning  application  for  the  redevelopment 
of  Victoria  Buildings,  negotiations  were  begun  with  the  owners, 
the  London  Co-operative  Society,  with  a view  to  including  in 
their  new  building  a.  basement  convenience  which  would  be  larger, 
more  up-to-date  and  generally  altogether  more  satisfactory. 


Housing 


( a)  Parklands 

This  new  estate  developed  by  W.  and  C.  French  Ltd.  with 
their  Leca  Plan  industrialised  building  system,  pro- 
ceeded according  to  schedule  and  the  whole  of  the  124 
houses  were  completed  during  19 66.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  some  of  the  aged  persons'  bungalows  were  ready 
for  occupation  and  the  remainder,  together  with  the 
flats  and  shops,  would  certainly  be  completed  early  in 
1967.  This  scheme  with  the  new  type  of  industrialised 
house  and  layout  which  gives  pedestrians  direct  access 
to  shops  and  recreation  area,  attracted  a good  deal  of 
attention  in  national  technical  journals  and  many  visits 
were  paid  by  representatives  from  other  authorities. 

(b)  Springfield 

The  remaining  11  units  on  this  estate  were  completed, 
together  with  32  garages. 

( c)  Stewards  Green 

This  scheme  was  finally  completed  during  the  year  and 
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the  whole  of  the  temporary  prefabricated  bungalows 
demolished.  Most  of  the  original  tenants  were 
rehoused  on  this  site;  others  - at  their  own  wish  - 
were  accommodated  on  the  Springfield  Estate  and 
elsewhere. 

( d)  Pelly  Court 

A further  block  of  flats  was  commenced  and,  responding 
to  the  demand  which  is  for  the  most  part  from  elderly 
ladies,  single  person  units  are  being  built: 

The  same  contract  includes  a Community  Centre  scheduled 
to  provide  recreational  facilities  for  elderly  people 
as  well  as  the  headquarters  of  a luncheon  club  and  later, 
it  is  hoped,  a ’’Meals  on  Wheels"  service. 

(e)  Chapel  Road 

Further  elderly  persons  flatlets,  together  with  accommo- 
dation for  a warden,  were  commenced  on  a site  as  an 
extension  of  Chapel  Road,  and  in  this  instance  too  the 
work  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  during  1967*  The  effect 
of  these  two  schemes  should  be  to  almost  completely  clear 
the  current  waiting  list  for  accommodation  of  this  kind. 


Improvement  Grants 


There  was  a slight  reduction  in  the  total  number  of  applica- 
tions for  standard  grants,  but  amongst  these  the  proportion  of 
tenanted  properties  was  higher  than  in  the  past  years. 


Rodent  Control 


Regular  attention  was  given  to  complaints  from  both  private 
and  business  premises.  A charge  is  made  for  disinfestation  of 
the  latter.  The  main  sewers  were  all  baited  during  the  year  but 
there  was  no  evidence  of  any  rat  infestation. 


Public  Houses 


Arising  from  inspections  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act,  1963,  it  was  possible  to  arrange  for  improved  and 
additional  sanitary  accommodation  to  be  provided  in  a number  of 
public  houses  in  the  district. 
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Food 


Periodic  inspections  of  all  food  premises  were  carried  out. 
Regular  sampling  of  ice-cream  was  also  maintained  during  the 
year  and  satisfactory  results  were  obtained.  Defective  deep 
freeze  units  led  to  a large  quantity  of  deteriorated  food  being 
voluntarily  surrendered  to  the  Council  for  destruction. 

There  were  1 6 complaints  with  regard  to  food  sold  to  members 
of  the  public  which  led  to  four  successful  prosecutions  under 
Section  2 and  one  under  Section  8 of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955* 
In  many  cases  where  Court  proceedings  might  otherwise  have  been 
possible,  the  complainants  were  reluctant  to  give  evidence. 


Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act 

All  premises  registered  under  this  Act  were  inspected  during 
the  year  and  appropriate  notices  served  where  necessary. 


Public  Water  Supply 

The  Lee  Yalley  Water  Company  reports  that  15 6 bacteriological 
and  10  chemical  samples  of  water  were  examined  and  all  conformed 
to  the  requisite  standards  of  purity. 
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II.  EPPING  AND  ONGAR  RURAL  DISTRICT 


New  Major 
Schemes 


The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  reports  as  follows* - 


Water 


The  quantity  of  water  supplied  by  the  Lee  Valley  Water 
Company  was  adequate  in  all  parts  of  the  district.  Chemical  and 
bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Company  in 
respect  of  350  samples  of  water  which  were  found  to  be  satis- 
factory. Four  samples  of  well  water  were  taken  during  the  year 5 
all  gave  bad  results.  Three  of  these  were  found  in  the  Parish 
of  Norton  Mandeville  and  the  results  led  ultimately  to  the 
provision  of  mains  water  supply  for  a dairy  farm  and  seven 
dwellings.  The  fourth  sample  was  taken  at  the  request  of  the 
occupier  of  premises  which,  in  addition  to  the  well,  already  had 
a mains  supply. 


Sewerage  and  Refuse  Collection 

The  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor  who  is  responsible  for 
sewerage,  sewage  disposal  and  refuse  collection,  has  supplied  the 
following  information  about  these  services* -

Sixteen  parishes  in  the  district  were  wholly  or  partly 
served  by  11  major  sewage  disposal  plants,  21  minor  works  and  27 
pumping  stations.  These  were  maintained  in  a good  working  con- 
dition despite  frequent  overloading. 

Residents  of  parishes  which  have  no  main  drainage  had  their 
cesspools  emptied  free  of  charge  once  a year.  Two  cesspool 
emptiers  were  used  for  this  purpose. 

The  provision  of  public  conveniences  remained  unchanged. 
Those  at  Ongar  were  available  to  the  public  on  a 24  hourly  basis 
throughout  the  year,  whilst  the  convenience  at  Theydon  Bois  was 
open  only  during  daylight  hours  to  prevent  persistent  vandalism. 


The  refuse  collection  service  was  further  extended  so  that 
some  15,^00  properties  had.  a weekly  collection  and  there  was  a 
fortnightly  collection  from  800  dwellings.  Seven  Dennis  Paxit 
compression  type  vehicles  were  employed  on  this  work,  whilst  one

The  salvage  collection  scheme  v/as  continued  by  the  Council 
and  brought  in  a revenue  of  approximately  £3,000,  from  which 
both  the  refuse  collectors  and  the  Council  benefited.  Taste 
paper  salvaged  during  the  year  amounted  to  about  355  tons. 


Housing 


Eighteen  unfit  dwellings  were  dealt  with  under  the  Housing 
Acts 5 details  are  given  in  Section  3. 

Since  1955?  action  has  been  taken  in  the  case  of  350  unfit 
houses . 

Four  Demolition  Orders  were  revoked  and  six  Closing  Orders 
determined  upon  completion  of  all  works  required  to  render  the 
dwellings  fit  in  all  respects  for  human  habitation.

During  the  year,  £13,948  was  paid  in  grants  for  improvements. 

Seven  site  licences  for  single  caravans  were  issued  in 

1966. 

There  were  234  caravans  on  three  licensed  sites  used  as 
permanent  housing  accommodation.  The  term  'mobile  homes'  is  now 
the  vogue,  doubtless  influenced  by  the  somewhat  better  standards 
of  construction,  particularly  in  the  ma-tter  of  insulation. 
Nevertheless,  this  expedient  as  a substitute  for  the  traditional 
house,  particularly  by  young  married  people,  besides  being  bad 
economics  usually  results  in  overcrowded  conditions.  The 
nosition  in  such  cases  cannot  easily  be  remedied  a„s  it  is  the 
Council's  present  policy  to  require  those  living  in  mobile  homes 
to  have  a ten-year  residential  qualification  before  being  admitted 
to  the  housing  waiting  list.  The  Council  has  a site  with  a

temporary  licence  expiring  in  1970  on  a run  down  basis,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  caravans  sited  there  had  been 
reduced  from  sixteen  to  five. 

There  nov.r  seems  to  be  general  agreement  that  provision  must 
be  made,  on  a nation-wide  scale,  of  sites  for  gypsies  and  other 
itinerant  caravan  dwellers.  The  experience  of  Hertfordshire 
County  Council  and  r/est  Ashford  Rural  District  Council  bears  this 
out.  At  the  request  of  the  County  Council  and  arising  from  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  Circular  6/6 2,  the 
Rural  District  Council  has  continued  consideration  of  possible 
sites  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  no  conclusion  had  been  reached. 

In  last  year's  report,  reference  was  ma.de  to  the  difficulties 
in  enforcing  conditions  on  one  caravan  site.  Further  summary 
proceedings  were  successfully  instituted  in  1966  and  a fine  of 
£50  was  imposed  for  the  continued  offences.  The  opera,tor  at  last 
realised  that  the  Council  was  firm  in  its  determination  to  see 
that  all  conditions  were  complied  with. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  purchased  by  agreement  a 
further  40  plots  of  land  from  33  owners  on  these  estates  - 
approximately  eight  acres  in  extent  - making  a total  of  some 
25.5  acres  acquired  to  date.  Negotiations  were  proceeding  for 
the  purchase  of  additional  land,  but  it  has  been  necessary  to 
serve  Compulsory  Purchase  Notices  on  quite  a number  of  owners 
to  enable  the  Council  to  clear  the  whole  of  the  sites  and  to 
redevelop  for  recreational  purposes.  The  necessary  Public 
Enquiry  has  yet  to  be  held 


Food 


Eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine  visits  were  made  to  food 
premises  under  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations. 

Summary  proceedings  were  taken  against  a mobile  ice-cream 
trader  for  offences  under  Regulation  26  (l) . A fine  of  £10  was 
imposed  \rith  £2.  2.  0.  costs. 

Complaints  were  investigated  in  11  cases  of  alleged  unsound 
food  either  by  reason  of  the  presence  of  foreign  bodies  or 
unfitness  due  to  contamination. 

Summary  proceedings  were  instituted  with  the  following 
results s -

Sampling  of  ice-cream  and  ice  lollies  continued  and  the 
results  were  an  improvement  on  the  previous  year. 

In  view  of  the  increasing  number  of  butchers  in  the  area  who 
sell  sliced  cooked  meats  (either  their  own  products  or  purchased 
by  them)  a total  of  44  samples  of  these  were  taken.  All  proved 
to  be  satisfactory,  but  this  is  no  reason  for  complacency  in 
view  of  the  potential  risks  in  this  kind  of  food. 


(2)  Fly  infestation  and 
decomposition  of  meat 
delivered 


The  Heat  Inspection  Regulations,  19&5 


Certain  amending  regulations  to  the  existing  lav/  on  this 
subject  were  published  during  the  year.  As  from  the  30th 
September,  1966,  power  was  given  to  restrict  the  hours  during 
which  am  animal  may  be  slaughtered  in  any  private  slaughterhouse 
and  the  work  of  inspection  will  be  eased  as  a result.  Regulation 
40  (b)  of  the  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958,  has 
been  amended  so  as  to  prohibit,  with  effect  from  the  1st  November, 
1968,  the  use  of  a cloth  to  wipe  down  any  carcase  or  offal.  Of 
all  the  recent  legislation  directed  towards  the  production  of 
clean  meat,  this  is  the  most  important  measure.  In  the  interim, 
a wiping  cloth  must  be  freshly  sterilised  by  boiling  before  use. 


Diseases  of  Animals  (Haste  Foods)  Order,  1957 

Inspection  and  licensing  of  17  swill  boiling  plants  was 
carried  out  by  this  Authority  under  powers  delegated  by  the 
Essex  County  Council.  Similar  inspections  are  also  carried  out 
by  the  Veterinary  Department  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  Chelmsford.  This  is  obviously  uneconomical 
in  manpower,  but  representations  by  this  Authority  to  have 
licensing  and  inspection  in  the  hands  of  only  one  authority 
have  been  unavailing.

There  were  639  notifications  of  rat  or  mouse  infestation  in 
non-agricultural  property ; all  were  investigated  and  the 
necessary  treatment  carried  out  by  the  Yest  Essex  Rabbit 
Clearance  Society  Ltd, 

It  seems  that  despite  all  efforts  there  has  been  little 
change  in  the  level  of  rat  infestation  in  the  district  during 
the  past  five  yeans,  as  is  evident  from  the  following  tables-

A return  to  a single  agency  co-ordinating  the  efforts  of  all 
charged  with  rodent  control,  as  was  the  case  during  the  war  years, 
might  produce  better  results. 


Petroleum  Acts  and  Orders 

The  Council  is  a member  of  the  Association  for  Petroleum  Acts 
Administration  and  sent  one  Public  Health  Inspector  to  the  course 
for  Petroleum  Officers  held  at  Shrewsbury  Adult  College  in  1966. 
The  standardisation  of  site  licence  conditions  and  codes  of 
practice  to  be  observed  in  the  distribution  of  petroleum  spirit 
cannot  fail  to  be  of  advantage  to  all  concerned.  Of  recent  years, 
there  have  been  significant  changes  in  methods  of  distributing 
petroleum  products,  e.g.  the  new  Conveyance  Regulations  permit 
bigger  loads  to  be  carried,  blending  pumps  are  becoming  more 
popular,  and  attended  self  service  stations  are  tending  to  be 
replaced  by  unattended  stations  with  the  use  of  coin  operated 
dispensing  of  petrol.  The  use  of  latched  nozzles  is  also  under 
consideration.  In  these  matters,  the  needs  of  industry  to 
increase  efficiency  must  be  carefully  balanced  by  the  prime 
necessity  to  ensure  the  protection  of  the  public  at  all  times. 


Inspection  of  Factories 

One  hundred  and  thirty-eight  inspections  of  factories  were 
made  during  the  year,  but  in  no  instance  was  it  necessary  to 
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resort  to  statutory  action  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the 
Factories  Act. 


Atmospheric  Pollution 


The  Council  continued  to  maintain  and  read  the  weekly  smoke 
and  sulphur  dioxide  apparatus  sited  at  Kelvedon  Hatch.  The  data 
obtained  were  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Technology*  s Marren 
Spring  Laboratory  at  Stevenage,  and  formed  part  of  a National 
Survey  at  present  being  carried  out  there. 

The  average  concentration  of  both  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide 
showed  a decrease  during  the  year  - a fact  which  may  be 
attributed  to  the  effect  of  smoke  control  in  adjoining  areas. 

A decade  ago  it  was  estimated  that  half  the  smoke  emitted 
in  this  country  came  from  industry  and  half  from  domestic  fires. 
At  present,  the  proportion  would  appear  to  be  about  75  per  cent 
from  dwelling  houses  and  only  25  per  cent  from  factories.  In 
the  Rural  District,  the  proportion  must  be  even  more  heavily 
loaded  on  the  side  of  non-industrial  buildings  and  it  therefore 
behoves  the  Council  to  pay  particular  attention  to  smoke  control 
especially  in  areas  where  new  dwellings  are  being  built. 

Previous  reports  have  made  reference  to  a dust  nuisance 
arising  from  the  processing,  crushing  and  screening  of  clay  to 
produce  a light  expanded  clay  aggregate.  The  firm  put  a new 
kiln  into  operation  in  March,  1966, and  this  was  provided  with  a 
much  more  efficient  dust  suppression  unit.  Pith  the  original 
kiln  out  of  commission,  complaints  have  been  few  after  this  date. 


Noise  Abatement 


Tfhile  complaints  about  dust  were  reduced,  complaints  about 
noise  at  the  plant  mentioned  above  continued.  Further  investi- 
gations by  a specialist  firm  employed  by  the  company  indicated 
that  the  principal  source  of  noise  was  the  crushing  and  screening 
plant  which  ran  until  10  p.m.  each  day.  Proposals  are  at 
present  being  considered  to  provide  a new  crushing  and  screening 
plant  with  a capacity  which  would  enable  this  part  of  the  process 
to  be  confined  to  a normal  working  week  of  42  hours.  If  these 
are  implemented,  much  of  the  nuisance  would  be  abated. 

Complaints  of  industrial  noise  are  increasing  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  those  emanating  from  the  parishes  of  Sheering  and 
Abbess  Rodingwere  still  being  investigated  and  were  the  subject  of 
discussions  with  the  managements  concerned.

Sight  premises  were  added  to  the  register  during  the  year, 
bringing  the  total  at  31st  December  to  217.  Of  these,  105 
received  a general  inspection;  details  are  given  in  Section  B. 

The  Ministry  of  Labour's  19&5  rePort  on  the  working  of  this 
Act  contains  much  of  interest,  and  the  number  of  reported 
accidents  in  shops  and.  offices  does  confirm  the  necessity  for 
this  legislation.  Experience  in  the  Rural  District  to  date 
indicates  that  despite  the  publicity  given  at  all  levels, 
employers  are  still  unaware  of  their  duties  and  responsibilities 
under  the  Act. 

Many  of  the  small  retail  shops  do  not  come  within  the  scope 
of  the  Act  as  they  do  not  employ  staff  for  more  than  a total  of 
21  hours  a week.  However,  inspections  have  shown  that  even  in 
these  cases  the  provisions  of  the  Act  are  being  observed. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  one  case  -was  pending  where  the  owner 
had  failed  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Sections  6,  12  and 
49  of  the  principal  Act  and  Regulation  3 of  the  Information  for 
Employees  Regulations,  1965*
